This information was outlined Thursday in a Bureau of 
Statistics analysis based on last year’s decennial census. 

In more than 65 per cent of the families, there was only 
one wage-earner. About 26 per cent had two or more. 

The largest group—492,000 families—showed that the head 
of the family earned between $2,000 and $2,500 annually. 

Between $1,000 and $2,000 a year was earned by the heads 
of 462,000: families; 365,000 between $2,500 and $3,000; 299,000 
$3,000 and $4,000; 109,000 between $4,000 and $6,000.
